Mr.ArthuB Kelley: 

Dear Art; 

I have examined the 1868 gold dollar you 
subirdtted to me and compared it to other gold 
dollars . 

The fact that the text on the reverse is 
double is not diagnostic as it can happen either 
in a normally struck coin or in a cast, 

A cast coin however does not have two 
important elements in the manufacturing process; 

1. The edge would not be upset before the 
striking, 

2, The reeding would be rolled on after 
the coin was produced instead of being formed 
by the collar. 


This coin is thinner at the edge than 
normal dollars indicating a lack of the upsetting 
process, Its weight is correct however, as would 
be expected. 

The edge reeding is sharply indented and 
not wavy as in normal coins, I find that the distance 
between denticles is less on this coin than in other 
dollars, but this could happen if there were other 
collars in use, A critical point is that the edge 
reeding is weaker on one side and stronger on the 
other which would not happen in a collar struck 
coin, Between the AT in STATES the edge has two 
denticles which are v/ider in the middle than at 
the outside edge, This is impossible in collar 
struck coinage as the coin slides out of the 
collar by upward motion of the lower die stake. 

The coin is very questionable and I would 
like to see others. We are glad^^ be of service.

Allison Spinner 

Counterfeit. Paper is plain instead of having fibres in 
paper. Flourish under series of and over 1869 is 
omitted. Positively a known counterfeit. 

$50 Compound Interest Three leer Note. Plate D, check 
number 8, Dec. 15, l86lt #66658 Colby-Spinner. 

The coat of Hamilton and the cloak of the female are 
too dark. The shading of the large letters is coarse 
and irregular. In the lower border on the right side 
the fifth and seventh 50 from the left rise to the 
right. The same is true of the last two 50’s on the 
right end of the left side. The reverse is very crudely 
engraved. The li in TKitgE is short and wide. The K In 
18 MONTHS is defective. The S in the first SIX MONTHS 
is much too large. 

There are two known counterfeits of the l86ii compound 
interest notes - July 15, l86ii Plate C Chittenden Spinner 
and Dec. 15, 166b Plate D Colby Spinner. Both arc 
reproductions from the sane base plates. 

The illustration in Friedberg*s book(#31b07) is a counter- 
feit in my opinion. It has check Number 8, Plate C 
and all of the peculiarities noted on the item under 
consideration. No other denominations of compound interest 
notes have defective lettering on the reverse or poor 
numbers on the obverse as noted. The reverses of all 
denominations of compound interest notes are sharp and 
clear but the illustrated $50 is not. I am advising 
Frledbcrg of my thinking. 

In ray opinion the submitted note is a counterfeit*

The illustration in Friedberg*8 book(#31U07) is a counter- 
feit in my opinion. It has check Number 8, Plate C 
and all of the peculiarities noted on the item under 
consideration.
